Decatur, Ga., February 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—G. N. Bullock, thé former At- 
lanta patrolman, arrested about a 
month or six weeks ago, on a war- 
rant charging a violation of the pro- 
hibition law by trafficking in whis- 
ky, today escaped from the DeKalb 
county jail here, 

Bullock’s escape is a mystery to 
‘the jail officials, and the manner of 
his escape savors of that of a student 
of Hudini, the famous vaudeville 
entertainer, 

Each cell in the DeKalb jail is 
equipped with a combination lock 
similar to those used on safes. Only 
the jail officials know the combina- 
tigns, those of each cell being dif- 
ferent. 

The combination handle cannot be 
reached from the inside of the cell, 
and even if it could, the figures on 
the dial could not be read. The

Mandatory Power Over

Paris, February 2.—The delegates 
of the five great powers’ are now in 
a position to compare clearly their 
own aSpirations and those of all 
their allied friends and to see the 
differences that must be reconciled. 
The maximum of hopes, often over- 
lapping, has been told freely and it 
remains for the peace conference 
to adjust them into a co-ordinated 
whole.

Great Industrial Unrest. 

Meanwhile, the problems of do- 
qmestic reconstruction are not mark- 
ing time, and refuse to wait even 
until the more urgent business of 
world reconstructton has been set- 
tled in Paris. Many people pre- 
dicted that there would be labor 
troubles in the United Kingdom 
after the war, but very few, if any, 
foresaw that they would be thrust 
upon the country so quickly and so 
sharply. : 

The working classes and the plain 
people were told that after the war 
there would be “a better life,” for 
the masses. Apparently they ex- 
pect and demand that “better life” 
sooner than the government is pre- 
pared to take in hand the business 
of constructing the new era. 

There are as many explanations 
for the present industrial unrest as 
there are points of view. Some say 
that the working men are uneasy 
and restless and that the strikes are 
merely a sort of holiday efferves- 
cence and are not to be taken as 
serious symptoms of Any labor poli- 
cies. Another and extreme point of 


view is that the British people are} 


infected by the general world move- 
ment. which is roughly described as 


of society are threatened. 

Among other explanations are that 
‘the laborers have real grievances 
which they endured patiently during 
the war and that they have only 
waited until the ship of state was 
out of troubled waters to press .eir 
_own interests, and that the laborers 
fear that their Jobs will be endan- 
gered the demobilization of hun- 
dreds of thousands from the army 
and are tating for shorter hours 
with the idea that shorter hours will 
be the ony solution of the need of

Belfast-Glasgow Strikes. 

The strikes in Belfast and Glas- 
‘gow have several new features. In- 
stead of merely striking against 
their employers and confining the 
battle to the familiar campaign of 
men against masters, the strikers 
are disrupting the nerve centers of 
their communities. The strikcs en- 
tail not only the stoppage of work 
in certain industries, but are para- 
lyzing the everyday life of the cities. 
Transportation, lighting and power 
for manufacturing are the vital ar- 
teries of normal living which the 
atrikers and their sympathizers are 
putting at a standstill. This makes 
entire communities suffer on account 
of the disputes of a fraction of their 
eitizens and none suffers more than 

%6 poor people and the middle 
lasses, 
*  $ympathies are divided regarding 
the merits of these strikes. As 
us! “there are some who say that 
the Belfast shipbuilding magnates 
are “masters” of the old-time em- 
ploying caste, whose only method 
is “take it or leave it,” and who 
might have averted trouble by a 
little diplomacy and a spirit of give 

d take. Others contend that the 
workmen have struck without giv- 


ever, shows every indication of hav-

to the jail today, being dismissed 
from the hospital, where she had 
been for some time recuperating 
from injuries sustained in an auto- 
mobile accident while out on bond. 

Bullock’s bond and that of Mrs. 
Harlee were originally 7500 each. 
They both gave it and were released, 
but were re-arrested when their 
bonds were increased, Bullock’s to 
$3,000 and Mrs. Harlee’s to $1,000. 

Mrs. Bullock has been a cormtant 
visitor to her husband and has been 
extended the freedom of the corridor, 
but as she had not visited her hus- 
band on the day of his escape, the 
finger of suspicion does not point 
towards her. 


AMERICANS HOLD 


“IN NORTH RUSSIA 


Night Attack by Bolshe- 
viki Repulsed on Dvina 
Sector—Northern Lights 
Flamed During the 
Fighting. 


Archangel, February 2.—While 
they have succeeded in capturing 
the Shenkursk and Taresevo sectors, 
the Bolsheviki are still unable to 
make any impression on the Ameri- 
can and allied lines on the Dvina 
sector near Tulgas. For the second 
time within a week a night attack 
by the enemy there was repulsed 
by the Américans and the Scotch. 

The latest attack occurred early 
Friday. The Bolsheviki stormed the 
upper Turgas, but met with severe 
resistance from the American pa- 
trol, who however, withdrew, giving 
their artillery a clean sweep of the 
village, The Americans killed twen- 
ty of the Bolsheviki, injured twenty 
and took seven prisoners. The al- 
lied patréls on ‘the Taresevo sector 
moved southward twelve miles with- 
out encountering the enemy. 

The indications are that the Bol- 
sheviki are net following the Amer- 
icans on their line of retreat here 
but are moving in the direction of 
Dvina in an effort to cut off the 
Dvina and Vaga forces at Pointenne, 
north of’ the junction point of the 
two rivers. 

Friday night’s fighting was car- 
ried out under a clear sky and cold 
weather. During the fighting the

The French bill for reparation is 
not yet complete, but it has been 
announced in the chamber of depu- 
ties that it will be about 66,000,000,- 
000 francs, 

The French government does not 
ask for a protectorate in Syria in 
the ordinary sense because it con- 
siders that the population there is 
too: advanced to make a protectorate 
necessary, but France on account of 
her traditional interests in that 
country feels that she should be 
called upon to exercise some sgort 
of guardianship or guidance until 
Syria should be fully able to goyv- 
ern herself. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 

Great Britain’s delegation  be- 
lieves that a society of nations is 
desirable and obtainable and that it 
must be established by the present 
peace conference, She advances no 
continental purposes other than 
those of a permanent and just 
peace under the principles of self- 
deteymination and that there shall 
be international freedom of transit 
by railroads and waterways, which 
is Great Britain’s general defini- 
tion of freedom of commerce in 
times of peace. 

Great Britain will take mandatory 
Power over the German islands south 
of the equator for Australia and over 
German Southwest Africa for the 
Union of South Africa. She will 
algo have the mandate over German 
East Africa and some parts of Ara- 
bia, and she has particular claims 
in this respect over Mesopotamia. 
Great Britain will enter a pool with 
the other allies in the matter of in- 
demnities, especially reparation for 


air raid damages and shipping 
posses. 


ITALY. 


Italy ask for the Trentino as far 
as the Brenner Pass, including the 


whole of the southern Tyrol; Trieste, 
Istria, Fiume, Zara, Sebenico, the 


larger part of the Dalmatian islands, 
Aviona and its Hinterland, a pro-| 
tectorate over Albania, possession of 
the islands in the egean which 
were taken from Turkey dyring the 
Tripolitan war, and the province of 
Adalia, if France an England 
should take territory in Asia Minor. 

The Italian contention is that the 
Dalmatian islands and such parts of 
Dalmatian coast asare not assigned 
to Italy shajl be neutralized. Should 
France and England extend their 
colonial possessions in Africa, Italy 
desires to enlarge hey possessions in 
Eritrea ari Tripoli. 


RUMANIA. 


Territorial contentions in the Bal- 
kans are complicated and present 
difficult problems. Rumania de- 
sires to retain possession of that 
portion of Russian Bessarabia given 
her 3 the central powers under the 
cancelled treaty of Bucharest and 
now in her possession. Rumahia 
dja as 
ceded to her by Bulgaria after the 
second Balkan war. Possession of 
Bessarabia and the Dobrudja com- 
mands the mouth of the Danube. 

_ To the westward Rumania wants 
to annex the Hapsburg provinces. 
of Bukowina and Transylvania and 
a considerable part of the rich ag- 
ricultural district of Banat. It is 
here that the Rumanian aspirations 
conflict with those of Serbia, which 
affirm that under her war agree-

Slim as the chartces for a pure 
soviet form of government still ap- 
pear to be, observers view it as in 
no wise impossible that the coun- 
cils might be able to compel their 
retention in some form, because 
even many of the majority socialists, 
who réject the methods of the Rus- 
sian government, are inclined to 
compromise by permitting the coun- 
cils to have some role in the future 
government. No less a personage 
than Chairman Leinert, of the cen- 
tral executive committee, declared 
last week that it might be advis- 
able to retain the councils in some 
form. 

Government Hetly Attacked. 

It should be ‘noted further, as 
bearing on this question, that al- 
though the decision to hold this con- 
gress is obviously a vote of lack of 
confidence in the central committee, 
the latter permits it to be unoffi- 
cially announced that it is “indis- 
posed to grant this wish.” 

The resolution demanding the 
summoning of the congress was 
adopted at meetings of the Berlin 
soldiers’ councils by a vote of 148 
to 47, after many speakers had at- 
tacked the government hotly in con- 


nection with War Minister Rein- 
hardt’s recent order regarding the 


relations betwgen the councils and 
officers. 

The resolution declared that this 
order “is calculated to reduce the 
councils to a position of impotence 
and insignificance,” an opinion which 
the Berlin council had strikingly 
illustrated this week when it sent 
a demand to the members of the 
cabinet to appear before it and de- 
fend their recent course, and -par- 


ticularly their attitude during Bol- 
shevik week. 

The government, in a written re- 
ply, declined to appear before a 
local council, which was quite un- 
authorized to exercise control over 
the national government, 

Fertile Soil fer Seed. 

Fertile soil for the seed which 
the German Bolsheviki are busily 
sowing exists in the unwillingness 
of great numbers of the workmen’s 
and soldiers’ councils to be legis- 
latedd out of their profitable sine- 
cures, but the national assembly of 
these councils is composed largely 
of the ruder elements in their call- 
ings—men who before the war were 
accustomed to work for a living, 
but now find themsélves in a posi- 
tion of real authority, with almost 
no work and good pay, and gov- 
ernment automobiles at their dis- 


posal. 

The Bolshevist advocates of the 
soviet government have from the 
beginning been playing on these 
men’s natural reluctance to surren- 
der their authority and perquisites, 
ang the developments of the last 
few days indicate that the cam- 
paign has achieved extensive re- 
sults. The recent army order of

WEST END CHURCH 


DANAGED BY FIRE 


Fire Breaks Out in Pres- 
byterian Church. Just 8 
Minutes Before Time for 
Sunday School to Begin. 


Fire resulting from ae defective 
flue broke out in the rear of the 
West End Presbyterian church, Gor- 
don and Ashby streets, Sunday 
morning at 9:40 o’clock, eight min- 
utes before time for Sunday. school, 
giving the firemen a stubborn fight 
for half an hour before the flames 
were extinguished. 

The flames were first .discovered 
between the high ceiling of the 
church and the slate roof of the 
building, having caught from a hole 
in the chimney that. runs-from: the 
basement up through the back wall 
of the building. 

All the engines in the central 
fire area responded to the alarm 
and one crew immediately covered 
the big pipe organ directly under the 
flames with tarpaulins thus protect- 
ing it from heat and water. By this 
time the flames had gained consid- 
erable headway. Ladders were sent 
up the sides of the building and 
firemen commenced cutting holes 
through the slate roof. At the same 
time other firemen. began cutting 
holes in the lofty ceiling of the 
church. , 

The damage, which is estimated at 
around $3,000, was confined mostly 
to the roof. The fire department 
officials reserved the water used to 
a minimum, and only the basement 
was. damaged by water that ran 
down the sides of the building. 

Morning church and Sunday school 
services were postponed, but serv- 
ices Sunday night were held jointly 
with the West End Baptist. church.

CUNSHOT WOUND 


Corporal George L. Kidd, 
of Provost Guard, Acci- 
dentally Shoots Self 
While on Rabbit Hunt. 


Suffering from a gunshot wound 
just below his right shoulder, which 
was accidentally inflicted, while he 
was out rabbit-hunting Saturday 
afternoon, Corporal George L. Kidd, 
of the provost guard, Camp Gordon, 
succumbed to his injuries at the 
base hospital at the camp about 4 
o’clock Sunday afternoon. 

' The accident occurred when Cor- 
poral Kidd, in company with sev- 
eral companions, all members of the 
provost guard, were out on a hunt 
a short distance from the camp in 
the direction of Buckhead. Corpora) 
Kidd, it is stated, was sitting on 
the ground within a few feet of his 
friends, with the gun resting on 
one of his knees, when in some un- 
explained manner, the weapon be- 
came discharged. ‘ 

“It’s too late, fellows, I am afraid 
I am gone,” he is said to have stated 
as his friends ran to his assistance. 
He was placed upon the shoulders 
of his friends, who, a brief time 
later, hailed a passing soldier in an 
automobile. He was placed in the 
car, which was covered with blood 
before a record run was made. to 
the hospital at the reservation. 

He was shot by an autaqmatic shot- 
gun which is used at the headquar- 
ters of the provost guard on Peach- 
tree road to guard the men placed 
in the guardhwuuse. 

Corporal Kidd was 25 years old, 
and lived in Scranton, Pa. He has 
been a member of the provost guard 
for the last 16 months. During the 
time he had been stationed at Camp 
Gordon he made many friends 
among the men and officers. ‘

after nightfall of each day, obliv- 
ious of the gaze of attaches to the 
graveyard, who wondered at the 
regularity of the strange woman's 
obbing visits. 


HUSBAND MAKES 
SEARCH FOR WIFE. 


While her husband, a former rac- 
ing favorite of the speedway end 
motordrome, on which the dead wife 
had also distinguished herself for 
fearless driving, kept an all-night 
vigil for her return, even having 
called in both the eity and county 
police to search for his vanished 
wife, her body lay from sundown to 
sunrise across the mound that cor- 
ered Johnny Abbott, her head pil- 
low.d in his soulmate’s flowers, one 
hand clasping the poison-saturated 
handkerchief, and the other a lady's 
blue-steel revolver. 

Mrs. Gilbert was but a slip of a 
girl, frail and slender of form, but 
one of the most daring auto drivers 
of the city. She, too, was an idol of 
the speedway, having driven in 
speed meets with many southern 
racing celebrities. She competed 
with the reckless Harry Glenn, mo- 
toreyclist and auto racer, in a meet 
on the Lakewood track two years 
ago, pressing her opponent to a ’ 
close finish in a spectacular burst of. 
speed which drew the envy of her 
fellow drivers who witnessed the 
contest.

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It was in this car that she had 
been seen driving with the “dare- 
devil” fire pilot, and in it that she 
drove to his grave on the previous 
visits as well as the one on which 
she laid down her life upon his last 
resting place. As she drove through 
the downtown traffic, through the 
residential avenues and into the sub- 
urbs, traffic policemen, motorcy- 
clists and motorists waved at her, 
for she and her car had become a 
familiar sight. 
policemen reported that she had sig- 
nalled back at them with a cus- 
tomary smile as she sped toward the 
flower-carpeted scene of her suicide. 

Mystery cloaks whatever relations 
there might have been between the 
suicide and Johnny Abbott, for an 
effort at the coroner’s inquest in this 
connection proved unfruitful. In re- 
ply to questions, the husband, who 
was star witness before the coroner, 
testified that to all appearances his 
wife was not acquainted with the 
slain pilot, and that he was confi- 
dent of this for reason of the fact 
that, shortly before Abbott was slain 
by his wife, the latter had been at 
Gilbert’s place of business at the 
time Mrs. Gilbert was present, and 
there had been no hint of acquain- 
tance, let alone friendship. 

On the other hand, however, it is 
known that detectives from police 
headquarters who are seeking with 
men of the staff of Solicitor John A. 
Boykin, had proposed to visit the 
dead woman today and question her 
regarding relations with Johnny 
Abbott. A picture of the girl auto- 
ist had been found by the detectives 
among Abbott's effects taken from 
his locker at fire headquarters, Other 
evidence of friendship between the 
couple is said to be in possession 
of the investigators. 

Numbers of persons have reported 
to the police that they have seen the 
fire pilot and girl dr iver together in 
public. Chief W. F. Cody, for whom 
Abbott drove the big red “fire devil” 
from headquarters, says that he has 
seen them chatting on the street, 
although he asserts he never knew 
from Abbott’s own lips of his ac- 
quaintance with Mrs. Gilbert. Others 
have seen Abbott being driven in 
the Gilbert car by the girl racer, 
and one report is that: they were 
seen talking at Alabama and White- 
hall streets less than a week prior 
to Abbott’s death. 


DID NOT KNOW. 
OF WOMAN. 


Neither the wife of Abbott, who 
remains in a cell at the Tower 
awaiting trial for the murder of 
her husband, nor Mary Powers, the 
blond affinity, who has been made 
as an accessory to the tragedy, 
knew of any attachment the slain 
pilot might have had for the girl 
wife who died on his grave. Miss 
Powers said Sunday afternoon that 
the first she knew of the existence 
of such a woman was when she 
learned of the suicide. The impris- 
oned wife said substantially the 
same, 

L. H. Finn, father-in-law of Ab- 
bott, who has been investigating 
the dead man’s past to be used in 
the defense of his daughter when 
she comes to trial, upon viewing 
‘the face of Mrs. Gilbert in the A. O. 
& Roy Donehoo mortuary chapel 
late Sunday afternoon, failed to 


‘identify her with his son-in-law’s 


affairs. 

The discovery of the suicide was 
made shortly after daybreak Sun- 
day, when H. G. Duncan, a sexton 
in Greenwood, passing along the 


walk that skirts the Abbott grave, 
saw the form of a woman lying

“There's @® woman out here dead 
on the Abbott grave,” he said over 
the wire. 


MANAGER 
ARRIVES. 


Mr. Bowen drove in his automobile 
to the scene. He found the body 
fully clothed, even to hat and veil. 
Satisfied that the woman Was dead, 
he telephoned Chief J. L. Beavers, 
of the police department, at the 
Beavers residence. Linking the 
dress and appearance of the body 
with the description of Mary Pow- 
ers, the soulmate in the Johnny Ab- 
bott tragedy, he concluded, without 
further investigation, that Mary 
Powers had committed suicide over 
her mourned lover’s grave. 

He telephoned Chief Beavers that 
Mary Powers had killed herself at 
the Abbatt grave. Beavers drove to 
the cemetery and inspected the body 
as it had fallen before ordering it 
under- 
takers. He found Mrs. Gilbert ly- 


ing upon the slope of the mound, 
her feet toward the foot of the 


grave, and her head toward the 


headpiece. In one hand was the 
handkerchief with which she had 


tried to die by chloroform, Two 
other handkerchiefs, one of them 
spotted with blood, lay nearby. 

An empty chloroform vial lay on 
the grave, The label had been mostly 
scratched off. This caused the chief 
and Mr. Bowen to first believe that 
death had been caused by chloro- 
form. Further probing among the 
flowers, however, revealed the pis- 
tol, which had fallen into the flow- 
ers near the dead girl’s right hand. 
The body was lifted, and the blood 
stains on the blue, tailored topcoat 
revealed where the bullet had en- 
tered the heart. Further search dis- 
closed the wedding ring which had 
been cast off before the young wife 
Slew herself upon the grave of an- 
other. But three other rings re- 
mained on the fingers of the same 
hand which had worn the wedding 
band. 


BELIEVED BODY 
THAT OF POWERS. 


The grimy condition of the face 
prevented identification. Chief 
Beavers did not recognize the cos- 
tume as that worn by Mary Powers 
on any of her visits to police head- 
quarters, where she had often been 
questioned by the chief. However, 
the spare, slender form of the dead 
woman corresponded with the af- 
finity in the Abbott case, as well as 
did the color of the hair. Chief 
Beavers left the scene belicving that 
the suicide was Mary Powers. He 
later had occasion to telephone the 
Mary Powers apartments in the 
Bartow. Mary Powers herself as- 
sured him that she was very much 
alive and was speaking to him over 
the wire. 

The discovery came as the finale 
to an all-nignt search for the girl- 
wife by detectives, patrolmen, traf- 
fic policemen, the county police and 
a party headed by the young hus- 
band. A description of Mrs. Gilbert 
had been read to the morning watch 
of patrolmen and detectives when 
they stood in formation at head- 
quarters at midnight Sunday. Orders 
were issued to look for her. They 
read: 

‘Mrs. H. M. Gilbert, 33 West Peach- 
tree street, left hes husband’s place of 
business at 4 o’clock Saturday after- 
noon and was last seen on Gordon street. 
She failed to return home. Her husband 
is very uneasy and requests that the 
officers look out for her. She left driv- 
ing her cut-down white Moon roadster. 
Mr. Gilbert will be at 70 Ivy stret un- 
til she returns, and any information 
gathered shall be telephoned to him 
at Ivy 6210.

Wife Says She.Did Not Know 
Of Woman Who Killed Self 


The imprisoned wife of Johnny 
Abbott was as stastled as Mary 
Powers, whose telephone call on the 
night of the tragedy led to the 


shooting of the fearless driver. Al- 
though she had given orders that 
no newspaper men or outsiders be 
permitted to her c®@ll, friends say 
that she was ignorant of any at- 
tachment there might have been be- 
tween her husband and the woman 
who shot herself at his grave. 

“Nothing surprises me any more, 
though,” she is quoted as having 

said. “I knew Johnny was atten- 
tive to other women—to many wom- 
en. But I have never heard the 
name of Mrs. Gilbert mentioned be- 
fore. As for that manner, however, 
I did not know the name of Mary 
Powers when she telephoned him. It 
was not until he had given me her 
pame and address that the shot was 

re $? 

That the wife’ did not know of any 
relations which might have existed 
between Abbott and the girl speed 
idol. was substantiated in part by 


her father on occasion of his visit 
to the mortuary chapel to view the 
body of Mrs. Gilbert. He said that 
he had never seen nor heard of 
her before, 

“And if my daughter knew any- 
thing about this woman,” he said, 
“she would have told me.” 

Detectives from police headquar- 
ters, working with J. Plennie Miner, 
of the solicitor general's office, were 
deeply concerned over the turn in 
the tragedy occasioned by discovery 
of the suicide. Miner, the star sleuth 
on the solicitor’s staff, was present 
at the coroner's inquest, taking in 
the details of testimony. He would 
neither deny nor affirm the report 
that he had been detailed to ques- 
tion the dead woman Monday about 
reported attentions from the slain 
fireman. It was the solicitor’s staff 
of investigators, working with the 
headquarters men, who found the 
photograph of Mrs. Gilbert among 
Abbott’s personal effects. Whether 
they found anything else bearing 
upon their alleged companionship 
they would not divulge. 


had visited seounty policemen at 
their posts on all thoroughfares 
leading out of the city. He had in- 
terviewed traffic men at the down- 
town corners, patrolmen in the resi- 
dential sections and outskirts, and 
residents along highways on which 
the vanished wife might have driven.

The husband drove into this vicin- 
ity and made inquiry, but no fur- 
ther information was to be had as 
to his wife’s whereabouts. At day- 
break he and friends had gone into 
a Peachtree cafe for a cup of cof- 
fee to sustain them in their vigil, 
after which they were bound for 


police headquarters to find if any, 


additional news had been heard, 
when the message of the suicide’s 
discovery was telephoned to his 
place of business. 


VERDICT 
OF SUICIDE. 

The verdict of the inquest was 
that Mrs. Gilbert had reached death 
by her own hand with suicidal in- 
tent. Only three witnesses were 
called, Duncan, the sexton; Chief 
Beavers and the husband, who made 
a detailed statement of the move- 
ments of his wife on the day of her. 
disappearance up until the moment 
she drove away from No, 70 Ivy to- 
ward the scene of her death. 

Duncan told of discovering the 
body, and of telephoning the ceme- 
tery management. Chief Beavers 
described its position upon the 
grave, going into particulars about

the clothing worn by the dead wom- 
an, the objects found at the grave- 
side and of his first conclusion. that 
the corpse was that of Mary Powers. 
He ‘identified the revolver with 
which the deed had been committed. 
It lay upon the table, its chambers 
revealing four cartridges and the 
one empty shell. 

The husband stated in answer to 
questions that he did not believe 
there was foul play in the case of 
his wife’s death. He said that it 
was plainly suicide, and that he 
attributed it to derangement due to 
continued ill health He has had 
four doctors treating Mrs, Gilbert, 
he testified, for-a combination of 
ailments, including a dislocated 
shoulder, general nervous condition 
and internal ills. 

“My wife came into the garage 
about noon Saturday,” testified the 
husband. “She said she was going 
home, ,and drove off in her car, 
Later she telephoned me from For- 
rest avenue and Peachtree street 
that the car had run out of gas. I 
drove out with five gallons of gaso- 
line; but found that it was magneto 
trouble and not laték of gas. While 
I was working on the énginé, she 
asked what time it was, and I told 
her about 2 o’clock. 


SAID SHE 
WAS HUNGRY. 

“She said she had thought it later 
—about 4 o’clock. I asked why; was 
she hungry? She had not been eating 
much all week, being nervous and 
in delicate health. She said she 
was a little hungry. I gave her 
money to drop in at a cafe and have 
a bite to eat. She drove off in the 
direction of home, and I returned 
to the garage. Later in the after- 
noon, probably around 4 o’clock, I 
was in front of the garage working 
on a motor, when she drove up on 
the other side of the street, and 
stopped at the curb. 

“She did not motion tg me, or sig- 
nal for me to come over, so I ex- 
pected her to get out and cross to 
the garage. But she sat for a con- 
siderable while at the curb, and 
presently I dropped ‘my: tools and 
started over to speak with her. 
When I started across the street, 
she threw in the clutch and rolled 
away with the exhaust open. She 
did not even speak tome. I thought 
nothing of the incident, anticipating 
that she would be back immediately. 

“It had been her custom to drive 
around for me and carry me home. 
She came every Saturday night and 
carried me around to the barber 
shop, waiting in the automobile for 
me. She usually came about 6 
o’clock. I waited until 8:30, and 
when she had not re-appeared I -be- 
gan to get uneasy. I called police 
headquarters and asked if they had 
any record of an automobile acci- 
dent. I telephoned Grady hospital, 
the county police, St. Joseph’s in- 
firmary and very nearly every oth- 
er hospital in the city. 

‘I went down and talked with the 
traffic patrolman at Five Points and 
asked if he had seen my wife ive 
by. He had not. I talked with’ oth- 
er traffic men, satisfied that if my 
wife had ridden into their territory 
they would have noticed her, for 
she has been driving so long 
through the streets of Atlanta that 
they all are acquainted with her by 
Sight. But I could find no one who 
had seen her. 

“Then I went to police headquar- 
ters. Detective Gillespie told me he 
had seen her on Gordon street at 
5:20 in the afternoon. I asked the 
police to help, me look for her,. and 
then went back to the garage, in- 
tending to stay. up all night in the 
hope of hearing from her. Every 
time the telephone bell rang I be- 
lieved it would be her voice, until it 
proved otherwise. 


CALLED UP 
FATHER.

“Physicians had examined her, and 
reported that there was no sign of 
lung trouble, but I was afraid she 
was afflicted, for close members of 
her family had died from tuberculo- 
sis. For this reason,.I had allowed 
her to-.drive as much as she. wished, 
and agreed with her wish to have a 
car stripped of top and sides so that 
she might get the benefit of all 
possible fresh air.” 

The husband was shown the pistol 
with which his wife had slain her- 
self, and asked if he recognized it. 
He could not identify it. It appear- 
ed to be a new gun. He told, how. 
ever, of his wife. finding a- pretty 
lady’s size revolver at the home of 
a relative the past week, and of how 
she had tried to get it by represent- 
ing that her father, who was a vis- 
itor at the Gilbert home at the time, 
wanted to borrow it to carry on the 
return trip home.

I had once worked on his 
machine when he wrecked it on the 
North side while driving to a fire, 
and he knew me through this. I 
was not personally acquainted with 
him. He stopped, and we were talk- 
ing about his motor, when my wife 
came up.

Shooting of Abbott 
Text of Sensational 
Sermon by ]. W. Ham 


In a sensational sermon, dealing 
with the Abbott tragedy, which was 
lent added interest Sunday by the 
suicide of Mrs. Hal Gilbert at the 
grave of the dead fireman, Rev. J. 
W. Ham, pastor of the Baptist tab- 
ernacle, last night scored the dou- 
ble life in Atlanta. 

“There is entirely too much of this 
double living in Atlanta,” he said, 
“and so long as it continues we 
should not be surprised that such 
unlawful acts as this continue, for 
the reason that ‘the female is more 
deadly than the male.’ 

“The jury will never, I believe, re- 
turn a verdict of first degree mur- 
der against Mrs, Abbott. A woman’s 
life had been ruined by another and 
in the heat of indignation and out- 
raged moral sense, she committed 
the unlawful act.” 

Speaking of the scene at the fu- 
neral of Abbott, caused by Mary 
Powers, Mr. Ham asserted: “She 
should never have been allowed to 
go within a mile of him. I do not 
wonder that his lawful wife was so 
outraged by such indeeency that she 
did not wish to see the face of the 
man who had been lured away. T am 
inexpressibly shocked that the of- 
ficers permitted such a scene to take

. Ham also criticised the news- 
papers on the grounds that some of 
the stories published about the Ab- 
bott tragedy have been too frank 
in their details.

State Director of Collections Wil! 
R. McCord had hoped to be able to 
show an even million reported in as 
cash at the first of the month, bur 
the total reported from the 152 
counties of the state, so far as he 
had been able to get returns from 
county treasurers, was only $963,594. 
Not all of this has been remitted 
by the counties to State Treasurer 
‘Walter T. Candler, although the 
state treasurer’s remittances to the 
national headquarters of the war 
work fund to this date exceed $700,- 
000, and Georgia has promised to 
remit one million to New York be- 
fore February 10. 

Funds in County Banks. 

“We have additional funds in the 
county banks which have not been 
reported,” said State Director of 
Collections McCord. “Some of our 
reports are nearly a month old, and 
collections are reported to have been 
good since the second payments on 
pledgwes came due, January 15. We 
probably have close to $1,100,000, 
counting .the unreported money in 
the counties.” | 

With the exception of a few 
“backward counties,” the majority 
of the reports from the “big town” 
districts show in excess of 66 per 
cent of the fund already collected 
and in bank. Eleven counties, none 
with more than $8,000 subscribed, 
have been able to report all the 
money collected. There is also a 
list of 24 “honor cdinties,” which 
already have remitted to State 
Treasurer Candler cash in excess of 
their original auotag. 

Banner Céunties. 

Of the counties that originally re- 
ported over $20,000 in subscriptions, 
two have remarkable collection rec- 
ords, Troup county, with $29,695 
subscribed, having reported in cash 
and Liberty bonds $25,281, or 85 per 
cent of the fund collected, while 
Thomas county has collected $22,- 
324 out of its total subscriptions of 
$23,701, or almost 95 per cent. Thom- 
as county’s quota at the opening of 
the drive was $11,000, so that the 
county already. has turned in cash 
more than 200 percent of the quota. 
Troup county’s quota was $17,500, so 
that its cash reported represents 
nearly 150 per cent of its original

MINIMIZING MISHAPS. 


Regional Director B. L. Winchell, 
his assistants and all who contrib- 
uted to the remarkable success of 
the recent “No Accident Week” ex- 
periment by the railroad administra- 

tion in the southern region, are to 


, be felicitated upon the splendid re- 


sults attained. 

During the week, which was a 
week of intensified enforcement of 
the “safety first” principle, only two 
of the entire army of 230,000 em- 
ployees involved were killed, and 
but 75 were injured, whereas, dur- 
ing the corresponding period a year 
ago a total of 450 employees were 
injured and twelve were killed. 


As it is analyzed by C. M. Ander- | 
son, regional supervisor of safety, | 


who conducted the campaign under 
Mr. Winchell’s direction— 


“The railroads of the south may 
feel proud of the record they made 
during this week. Statistics of the 
interstate commerce commission, 
and of the safety departments of 
the railroads, show that practically 
20 per cent of all accidents are un- 
avoidable, leaving 80 per cent of 
accidents to be dealt with through 
education and supervision. It can, 
therefore, be claimed that prac- 
tically 100 per cent reduction has 
been achieved during the week of 
eoncerted safety effort on the rail-

THE FLU STILL FLICKERS. 


Colonel Victor C. Vaughan, of the

Influenza is a disagreeable ill- 
ness, but not at all fatal, in twenty- 
nine out: of thirty cases. When 
pneumonia develops as a complica- 
tion of influenza, as it is not un- 
likely to do when the patient fails 
to remain at rest in bed in a well 
ventilated roof -or on a sleeping 
porch, the disease becomes serious 
enough. 

In some places influenza:> was 
made a reportable disease, it was 
up to the doctor to decide whether 
to report a case of acute respiratory 
infection as influenza. He had no 
positive means of determining 
whether a given case was one of the 
“flu” or just the common acute 


Health association, observed that 
the respiratory diseases kill some 
40 per cent more men than women,

Agreed to Charter Ships. 

Negotiations with this commission 
were unsuccessful and later in the 
year officials of the war trdde board 

conferences with Dutch rep- 
resentatives in Paris. These negotia- 
tions continued in London and on 
January 25, 1918, a _ provisional 
reément was reached. Under this 
olland agreed to charter the eigh- 
ty-seven ships in American ports to 
the American canons for a peri- 
od of ninety days provided the ves- 
sels were used only outside of the 
submarine zone. 

The agreement provided that for 
such Dutch ships in American ports 
as should be employed in the relief 
of Belgium and Switzerland, Hol- 
land was to send vessels to Ameri- 
ca, but Holland was prevented from 
complying with this part of the 
agreement by reason of pressure 
brought by Germany. Meanwhile a 
general agreement for resumption 
of trade with Holland was begun, 
but was never carried out, and in 
March the American and allied gov- 
ernments decided to requisition all 
Dutch ships in their ports as per- 
mitted under international law. 

Some of the seized ships were 
ised in the coastwise trade, replac~ 
ng ships, sent into the war zone.

The new state of Ozecho-Slovakia 
is carving out its territories almost 
entirely at expense of the old 
Austria-Hungary.

POLAND. 


The Poles with an inadequate 
army are endeavoring to establish 
possession of disputed regions on 
three sides of Russian Poland and 
Galicia which constitutes the nucleus 
of the new Polish state. The Poles 
desire eastern Galicia to include 
Lemberg, which is in the Ukraine, 
and the disputed province of Cholm, 
in Little Russia. 

To the northeast the Poles de- 
sire to have Vilna recognized as 
Polish. Both the Lithuanians and 
the Bolsheviki have raised claims 
to Vilnagthe Bolsheviki supporting 
their pretentions by a menacing 
military offensive. The Poles con- 
tending against the Germans not 
only for German Silesia and Posen 
and West Prussia as provinces popu- 
lated chiefly by Poles, but also for 
the city of Danzig so as to provide 
Poland with direct access to the sea. 

Should the Poles have Danzig, 
East Prussia would be cut off from 
the rest of Germany and would re-

BELGIUM. 


Belgium asks that the reparation 
for danfiges wrought by Germany 
shall be the first lien upon Ger- 
man assets to the extent of at least 
15,000,000,000 francs or up to a much 
larger sum if Germany does not re- 
turn the machinery and the mate- 
rials taken from Belgium. Belgium 
believes that she should .be paid 
first because she was the first *to 
be invaded, because her neutrality 
was violated and because she has 
suffered more from despoilation than 
any other country in the war. 

elgium having reasserted her in- 
dependence and thus emerged from 
her old state of neutrality, desires 
from Holland the left bank of the 
Scheldt and the Peninsula of Maas- 
trich, which protrudes into Belgian 
Limburg. Belgium also will assent 
to a plebiscite in Luxembourg to 
decide whether that country wishes 
to join Belgium or France or to 
retain its autonomy. 

The foregoing may be considered 
the extreme claims of Belgium. 
They come into conflict with Hol- 
land, which resists any. infringe- 
ments of the frontiers, asked for by 
the Belgian annexations. The gov- 
ernment of Holland appears will- 
ing to revise the Scheldt navigation 
treaty so that Belgium should en- 
joy equal rights with Holland. 


JAPAN. 


Japan enters the peace confer- 
ence, as Baron Makino, the dele- 
gate, has said, “with no territorial 
ambitions in China,” and that as for 
Tsingtau she will hand it back to 
China under the term. of the notes 
exchanged between China and Japan 
in May, 1915. This is interpreted by 
Japan as pernfitting her to retain 
certain former Gefman concessions 
on the Shantung peninsula. Japan, 
Baron Makino explains, “neither in- 
tends nor desires to interfere .in 
Russian affairs, but is willing, if so- 
licited, to aid Russia in restoring 
order.” 

These declarations dispose of two 
of the main questions in which Ja- 
pan is interested, except that she 
desires to retain the southern Pa- 
cific islands north of the equator 
which formerly belonged to Ger- 
many. 


CHINA. 


The Chinese Glelegates ask to be 
uaranteed against foreign imperial- 
sm or aggression and desire’ the 
gradual abolition of “consular 
rights,” and to be allowed to impose 
higher duties on importations. he 
Chinese also ask for the return of 
Kiau-Chau. 


SWITZERLAND. 


Switzerland apeears to be the only 
neutral state which has so far pre- 
sented her desires to the peace con- 
ference. The Swiss 
represented that while Switzerland 
would be glad to participate in a so- 
ciety of nations, yet, because of her 
mixed nationalities, she could not 
do so if that should mean the use 
of her troeps in policing the world 
by force, as, perhaps, ag@inst Italy, 
France or Germany. 

Switzerland desires an gytlet to 
the sea by making the Rhine a neu- 
tral stream. This is in accord with 
French desires, since if Alsace-Lor- 
raine becomes French from Basle 
northward and independent buffer 
states should be erected out of the 
Palatinate and Rhenish Prussia, as 
suggested by Marshal Foch, it would 
be necessary to netNralize the Rhine. 
If this were done it would give 
Switzerland an outlet to the sea. 


SCANDINAVIA. 


The territorial aspirations of the 
three Scandinavian powers are con- 
sidered modest. Denmark wishes to 
annex that part of northern Schles- 
wig inhabited predominantly by 
Danes, but has not asked to regain

The responsibility for carrying 
this out rests chiefly upon the 
prime minister, and there are indi- 
cations that he will not be slow 
to grapple with it. How success- 
fully he will meet the problem re- 
mains to be seen. There is ques- 
tion also whether the premier can 
command his party in the house 
of commons, which is a personal 
party, as few before have been. 

In the questions which the coun- 
try is asking, the only doubts are 
based on the fact that a majority of 
the members of at party are con- 
servatives. On his last visit to 
Wales, and plainly in reply to these 
qustions, Mr. Lloyd-George said to 
a gathering of his constituents: 

“Mav my tongue cleave to the 
roof of my mouth if I forget my lib- 
eral principles.” 

Upon whether. the premier can 
lead his conservative allies, or 
whether they will-stifle his liberal 
principles, depends the course of 
reconstruction during the next few 
months.

Sol shone out.in all his giory 
during. the. forenoon hours of Sun- 
day, and if the. ground’ hog ven- 
tured from his winter. quarters.be- 
fore the clouds began to’ gather in 
the afternoon, he must have seen 
his shadow on the.ground, which 
means that we will have at. least 
forty. days more. of cold weather 
before spring opens. | 

At least,; that. is. the belief of 
many people who. attach .great, im- 
portance. to. the’ alleged.actions. of 
thé ground hog when he makes. his 
appearance on February: 2. If the 
sun shines and the little animal 
gets a ‘glimpse of his shadow, his 
intuition tells him that he will have 
to snatch. a beauty sleep of about 
forty days more before getting up 
for his . breakfast. Bpt if. the 
shadow does not appear, the 
ground hog concludes that ‘spring 
will soon be here, and gets ready 
to make his toilet and prepare to 
break his winter-long fast. 

The ground hog, which is a spe- 
cies of the genus Arctomys, and is 
known to zoologists as the Ameri- 
can marmot, i8 a native of a large 
number of.the states of the union; 
and is known :in the more north- 
erly portions of. all the continents 
of the world. — 

He is a hibernating animal, bur- 
rowing into the ground, and pre- 
paring a soft bed of leaves upon 
which to sleep away the winter 
months. He fattens himself during 
the summer months, when . tender 
vegetation is plentiful, and lives 
upon his adipose tissue while he 
sleeps the long,.cold days. away. 
It is a case of eating all the sum- 
mer to keep from _ sleeping, and 
sleeping all the winter to keep from 
eating. | 

Just why so much faith should 
be attached to the ground hog as a 


weather prophet is not known, but
